manner of cultivating potatoes In Maine 
from Ibat practiced In the older sections 
of the country. A correspondent writing 
In'the New Englandllomeslcadfrom Aroos- 
took county tells all ahoul this difference. 
Here Is whal he writes concerning the sub- 
ject: 


Most 
of the seed 
Is planted 
wlih a 


planter, and soon after tbe plants appear 
in siglil tlie horse hoe la slarled 
and 


aboiil an Inch of soil is thrown over tue 
young plants. The objeel ot tills is 
lo 


kill millions of weeds which have start- 
ed. It also breaks the crust and com- 
mences to form tbe bill or ridge, as all 
potatoes are rulsrd In drills. 


If the sct-d was covered with the horse 


hoe, just befcre ibo plants break ground 
a pole about twelve feel long, wilh a chain 
fastened lo (ach end. and forming n loop 
back of the pole. Is drawn leas'.uwlse ot 
Ihe rows by a horse attached, to Ihe middle 
of Ihe pole. It will sweep four rows al a 
time and remove an Inch or two ot soil 
from the lops of Ibe rows, which, together 
with the small weeds which may have 
started. Is brushed 
between the rows. 


Then in a few days the horse hoe is used 
anil a llltle dirt put over the potatoes. 
The cultivator is kepi i-uuntng. In Ibis 
way work of keeping the weeds down is 
reduced to a minimum. Of course the ma- 
chine drops Ihe seed, but if covered with a 
horse hoe Ihey inusl lie dropped by hauO. 
and In doing it many fanners and their 
sous have become expert. A halt-bushel 
basket is slung by a strap around the neck

PATENTS BY NAVAL OFPIOEES. 


Has the Government Any Claim Upon 


Them? 


A bill has b«cn Introduced in tie S«uato 


and referred to the committee on naval 
mfatre. providing for the UEO Ly the Uultcd 
States ol devices Invented by Us nival offi- 
cers wblle engaged Jn Its service, and cov- 
ered by letters patent. In common with 
section 7 ot the amendments to the patent 
statute, to which we referred In our last 
itsue, the present bill Is the outcome of 
an Inquiry made by the committee on 
jiayva) affairs Jnto the question 
ol 
the 


prices of armor plate supplied for vessels 
of the navy. In Us present form It shows 
several ImiwrlantThodlflcatlons of theortg- 
Inal draft, and Senator Chandler Is to be 
congratulated on having proiwscd In (his 
bill a just and conservative solution of a 
difficult question. The- provisions of ill; 
bill are as follows: 
"Whenever, in the 


judgment of the Secretary of the Navy, the 
public interests require the uso In the 
naval service of any invention or discovery 
covered by.letters patent Issued to any of- 
ficer of the navy, whether retained in his 
ownership or assigned lo others, salil sec- 
retary shall proceed to use said Invention 
or discovery in Ihe manner ami to the ex- 
tent required by such naval service, and 
such royalties and compensation as may 
be equitably ilue such officer, considering 
all the circumstances connected with the 
making of ttie Invention or discovery, and 
especially all 
facilities in 
originating, 


working out, or perfecting the invention 
»'hlch the officer may have enjoyed by rea- 
son of his oDiclal position, may be recov- 
ered by suit brought by said officer in the 
Court of Claims. Said court shall make 
rules for the trial of such cases, conform- 
ing as far as may be with .the rules estab- 
lished by the Supreme court for the prac- 
tice in courts of equity, and all cases shall 
be determined within one year from the 
filing or the petition therein, unless, in the 
discretion ot the court, upon 
sufficient 


cau's'e""shown, the time Is extended. The 
Secretary of the Xavy Is hereby prohibited 
from making any contract or payment for 
the use of any patent taken out by any 
naval officer." 
The inquiry t>y the naval affairs com- 


mittee \vas too lengthy to allow of our 
making any detailed 
reference 
to It at 


present. It turned chiefly upon the his- 
tory of (he Harvey and other patents for 
' the manufacture ot armor plate; the rela- 


tions 
of certain naval 
officers ' to these 


patents and their use by the navy, and the 
question of certain contracts for arnior 
which had been made hy the Secretary of 
the Navy without previous advertisement 
and competition. The record 
of the In- 


quiry and the. concluding recommenda- 
tions ot the committee seem to carry a 
color of unfriendliness to the patentee, at 
least so far as be may "become n burden 
upon the government." 
If such unfriend- 


liness was shown, it was because of a 
misapprehension of the true relation of 
the government in the patent system, and 
of the intrinsic value of the patent to 
the government, considered as a user. 
For it is certain thai the government will 
never adopt a patented invention unlcsi it 
Is of the opinion that, all things consid- 
ered. If will he a gainer 
thereby. The 


fact that It is willing to pay a. royalty 
is surely sufficient proof that the patent is 
not In any sense a burden, and it Is cer- 
tain that the payment of royalties can no

At the bottom ot the window, 
within a wrealh of laurel leaves and on an 
opalescent ground, are the words, "I am 
the Resurrection and the l.lfe" and on 
either tide the words. "In memory ol Le- 
Roy King, Feb. 22, A. D. 1S57. Dec. 5, 
A. D. 1S05." 


Tho Whiting and Davis memorials occu- 


py Iho two central windows on the north 
ilde of the church. The Whiting window, 
which Is the more easterly ot tho two, Is 
In tho neutral tints ol English windows, 
with a figure of a woman, representing tho 
mother ot Mary, the blessed virgin, bold- 
Ing tho holy book. The border Is ol the 
conventional' ecclesiastical 
design, and 


across the centre Is a hand with tho words, 
"Audite Ergo ilullcres Vcrbum Domini." 
"Hear therefore, ye women, the word of 
Qod." Beneath the figure Is the llllc in 
Latin: 


"Pancta Anna, Mater Marlao, D. V." 


and beneath thai the Inscription:

In the case of tho Harvey patents, which 


figured so prominently in the investigation. 
It transpired that Mr. Harvey's Brstpatent, 
taken out in 1S83, was for making a steel 
suitable for tools; that, at the suggestion 
ot Commander Folgcr, he applied his hard- 
ening device to the manufacture of armor 
plate; that the consideration of bis appli- 
cation was expedited at the request of the 
Secretary of the Navy; that, as tte result 
of contracts made with the Harvey Steel 
Company, It received S9C,056 as a royalty 
on armor plates used up to July 13, ISOi, 
and a royalty of half a cent a pound on 
any additional plates that might be used. 
Such, in brief, is tho history ot the gov- 
ernment's connection with 
the Harvey 


patents. 
To an Impartial reader It can 


simply suggest that the Navy Department 
•KM desirous ot using a valuable device, 
and that It paid only a reasonable amount 
for the privilege. No doubt J9«.056 is a 
large Bum of money.'considered by itself; 
tut it sinks into insignificance in compar- 
ison with the enormous benefits which ac- 
crued to our navy when it adopted Harvey- 
ized arnior for its ships. Face-hardened 
armor gave to our battleships an efficiency 
which was unapproachcd by any navy of 
the world, and raised our prestige to as 
high a position as it held during the naval 
operations of tho civil war. 


The question of the use by the govern- 


ment of devices Invented by Its naval offi- 
cers is complicated by the fact that such 
officers enjoy special facilities for experi- 
mental work, ana that the Invention of a 
naval officer may be due as much to the 
extraordinary opportunities afforded by 
his official position as to his own Indi- 
vidual ability. In this respect he has 
material advantage over the civilian in- 
ventor, and it Is only natural and just that 
the government should ho In a position lo 
determine the amount ot royalties and 
compensation which are due such an ofll- 


As we have already said, the present bill 


IE admirably adapted to cover the case. 
It Is relieved of a certain fatal clause 
which was carried by the previous hill in- 
troduced by Senator Chandler during the 
list Congress. This clause declared that 
"hereafter no patent shall be Issued to 
my naval officer without the written ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Navy'1—a 
restriction which, for obvious fundamental 
reasons, would have effectually barred the 
passage ot the bill. The provision for the 
recovery ot all claims for compensation In 
the Court of Claims, the rules ot trial oe- 
ing made in ccnfon,.;;/ with the rules of 
practice In courts ot equity, 'nil! commend 
itself as being the most satisfactory and 
constitutional 
method of dealing with 


iuch cases. It safeguards the interests 
of the 
government without 
interfering 


with the rights of naval officers under the 
patent laws.. 
Another ' commendable feature ot the 


bill is the clause which requires that all 
catei shall be determined within one year 
from tic filing of the petition therein. 
This enables the government to make Im- 
mediate use ol a valuable Invention-as It 
might wish to do In time of war—and at 
the »ame time secures an early settle- 
ment of the claims ot the inventor for 
compensation.—[Scientific American.

TUB PARIS EXPOSITION. 


A message lias been by the President to 


Congress, urging It to make suitable pro- 
vision for adequate representation 
of ihe 


Uuited States at tbe Paris exposition. 
Following Is the text of the message: 


To the Senate aud House of Representa- 


tives: I transmit herewith, for the con-

Habits and Customs of the Dwellers in 


Arctic Begions. 


In all the years since the exodus from 


Lapland the Bebrlng strait Eskimo hai 
clung to his primitive customs. He still 
lives In tents, though whereas formerly 
they were made from walrus hides or deer 
skins, in recent years he has substituted 
the more convenient drill or canvas, ob- 
tained from the whalers or trading sta- 
tions. Six months, from May to October, 
he moves about the coast, fishing, hunt- 
Int; or wholly Idle. The other six months 
are spent in bis baraboras or dug-out. In 
April, when the ground with which his 
but is covered ou side and top begins to 
thaw and drip, he again takes to his tent 
on the beach, and Immediately makes prep- 


rations for his tea) hunt, which provides 
him with the staple foods—seal oil, blub- 
ter and meat—besides fur for clothing anJ 
for barter with the whaler. 


Beallng being over he returns home and 


engages In fishing until whalers and other 
ships collect at Point Spencer, some lime 
In June or July, when he again launches 
his omlak and departs tor that place. Here 
he stays until tho ships leave, fishing, 
trading or enjoying a general good time. 
In accordance with bis Industry he lays In 
a supply of susar, flour, molasses, powder, 
lead, caps, knives, axes, needles, thread, 
etc. This done, he Journeys Into the lakes 
through Grantiv harbor and finishes hi? 
fishing, returning bome some time In Oc^ 


'"irfthesc days an extended trading goes 
on among the Eskimos ot the various dis- 
tricts. Deer skins and deer legs and 
ilneivs arc brought over from Bast capo ill 
large quantities and bartered for red fox 
•kins, in great demand on the Siberian 
side 
OKorooks, or largo sealskins from 


the Kotzebuc sound, used (or soles in the 
manufacture of their boots, are exchanged 
[or powder, load, tobacco and caps. Ivory 
and whalebone In great plenty comes from 
Indian point and King's Island, and are 
traded off for lobacco. knives, calico, Hour 
and the like. From Golovln bay and Nor- 
ton sound come the mink, lynx, red fox. 
braver and wolt skins! all in great demand 
among the Alaskans west and north of 
these two hays.

While from the shore came the noise of 
drums beating and natives yelling most

Next morning a tore-eyed Alaskan, with

of fishes, etc., In tho aquaria of tho labor- 
atory of the United States fish commis- 
sion at Wood's Holl in 1SSD to 1SS7, 1 un- 
exi>ccte<lly discovered that many species of 
fishes, and also the common squid, take on 
special colors ai night while, asleep, or at 
rest. In a feeble light. These observations 
have noi hitherto bwu published, because 
1 hoped lo have bad opportunities to con- 
tinue them and make them nioro complete. 
It is now my hoi>o that others, with better 
opporlunllles, may take up tho subject. My 
observations were made after 
midnight, 


when everything was q.ulet, for fishes sleep 
very lightly. Tho gas Jets near Iho aqua- 
ria were turned down as low as consistent 
with dlsllnct vision, and great care was 
taken not lo Jar the lloor or furniture. 
\Vlth these precautions 1 was able to de- 
lect many species in tho acl of sleeping. 
Somo of them look unexpected positions 
when asleep. 


Tho most common change In colors of the 


sleeping fishes consisted In a general dark- 
ening of tho dark spots, stripes or other 
markings, by whlcu they become more dis- 
tinct and definite. This was Ihe case with 
various flounders, minnows, the black sea 
bass, the tea robins, Ihe klugdsh and sev- 
eral other species. 


In all these cases tbe chaugo of color la 


la the direction of increased protective col- 
oration, the dark markings being generally 
connected with their habits of resting nat- 
urally at night among eel grass and sei- 
weedj.

Tho taulog, or blackflsh, commonly sleeps 
on one side, often parlly buried iu sand or 
gravel, or under tho edges of stones, much 
after tbe fashion of flounders, thus sug- 
gesting the mode In which the Bounders 
may have developed

fishes In consequence of this mode of rent- 
ing becoming chronle, as It were.—[Pro- 
fessor Verrill of Yale, In Science.

ONLY ONE BID. 


Congress Must Again Deal With the 


Armor Plate Question. 


Congress will again be called 
upon to 


•deal with the armor plate question. 


Secretary I*ong readied this conclusion 


at tbe close yesterday of the competition 
for contracts for supplying the 
govern- 


ment with ahout eight thousand tons of 
armor for tie battleships Alabama, 
Illi- 


nois and Wisconsin. Only one firm—the 
Illinois Steel Company—presented a bid. 
.The Carnegie and the Bethlehem compan- 
ies declined to bid, because they Aatraed 
they could not manufacture armor at the 
limit cost Imposed by Congress. 


It Is the purpose of Secretary JLony, it Is 


understood, to place before Congress these 
three propositions: To award to the Illi- 
nois Steel Company a contract for twen- 
ty years at a price of J210 per ton, the 
government to build 
three 
battleships 


each year, or pay a penalty If the amount 
of armor contracted tor each year falls be- 
low tbe minimum of 6,000 tons, and to 
risk Improvements in the method of pro- 
tecting vessels which may cheapen 
the 


cost of armor; second, the government to 
purchase or build Its own armor plant; 
third, Congress 
to increase the limit of 


cost so AS to permit the Carnegie and the 
Bethlehem and other companies to enter 
jnto competition. The 
Secretary 
will 


take the matter under Immediate 
consid- 


eration, and he will probably favor an In- 
crease In the limit of price or the purchase 
ot an armor plant by tte government. 


Two propositions were submitted by the 


Illinois Steel Company, both of which were 
conditioned. In a preliminary letter it was 
stated that the company had no armor 
plant, but was receiving bids for the con- 
•structlon of such an establishment, and 
expected to be ready to begin the first de- 
liveries within eighteen mouths from the 
date tho contract was awarded. 
In tbe 


first proposition the company offered to 
build S.OOO tons of armor at an average 
price of S305 per long ton. free on board 
cars at the works of the firm, conditioned 
upon Congress awarding a contract for the 
entire needs o: the United States govern- 
ment for armor plate for a period of twenty 
years at au average price of J24C- per long 
ton. the government agreeing that tbe total 
tonnage ordered each year shall be not 
less than 6,000 tons nor more than 12,000 
tons. 
A subsequent statement offers a 


rebate of ?10 per ton on the first contract, 
provided payments are made In gold of tbe 
standard weight and fineness, and within 
specified periods. 
In case of failure to 


keep Its contract tbe company agrees to 
pay 4100 per ton for any such quantity as 
IL may be In default of, the g9vernment 
agreeing that should i» not require- the 
minimum quantity in any one year it shall 
pay the sum of <100 per ton as ]'—"--'
